| How to Speak Chinese | 


At the University of London recently a lecture 
was given by Dr. Jones on the pronunciation of Cni- 
nese, and in the course of his remarks the speaker 
explained that the difficuities of learning the proun- 
ciation of Chineso, though real enough, have been 
rather exaggerated by those who have written on that 
subject, says the Springficld Republican, When 
treated phonetically, tne language becomes not much 
more difficult to learn than French or German, 

The chief thing to remember is that the study of 
c'inese is a matter of singing rather than talking, 
Mr. Jones said. In English the variations in_ tone 
as we talk mean variation in expression. In Chinese 
veriations in tone mean totally different words. 

A little of the Chinese method is present, even in 
our own language, and the lecturer pointed out that 
the Simple word “yes” may be so varied in tone as to 
mean “It is the case," “Of course it is the case,” “It 
Is really so,” and “And it may be so, but I’m not quite 
sure.” 

The Student who wishes to learn good Chinese must 
familiarize himself perfectly with at least six tones. 
There is a seventh, but that may be more or less ‘left 
out of account. According to the tone in which they 
are pronounced there are words in Cantonese which 
have six separate and distinct meanings. The Chinese 
word, “fan,” for instance, may be so pronounced, or, 
rather sung, aS to mean six different words, and such 
widely different ones as sleep, powder and courageous.

The 
National Nut Growers’ association, recently sent out o 
circular letter addressed to the leading pecan growers 
of the country containing a list of questions bearing 
upon the development of the crop. The result of this 
questionaire will be presented at least partially at the 
annual convention of the association to be held in 
Houston, Tex., November 5, 6 and 7.

The Northern Nut Growers’ association has sent out 
@ much longer list of questions regarding the Persian 
walnut and the extension of its growth. This will forms 
@ basis of part of the discussions at their annual com 
vention which will be held in Washington upon Noverm- 
ber 17, 18 and 19. The Persian walnut, which is better 
known as the English walnut, is rapidly increasing 


The pecan and the Persian walnut are the two ob- 
jects upon which the American nut growers are concen. 
trating their greatest attention at present. The south- 


among the nut products of this country, It is not « 
new nut here, but it is only recently that any attention 
“has been given to its cultivation. A Persian walnut 
tree in Georgetown, D. C., is believed to be the cldest 
of this variety in the United States. although several 
old trees planted in the California missions are closely 
related to it. The Georgetown tree is known to be over 
100 years old and beyond that its history is obscure. 
se. 


It Is a large tree, but several larger ones may be 
found in other parts of the country and one in Connec- 
ticut closely rivals it in age. Some of the younger 
trees have obtained greater size, because of the im- 
proved methods of cultivation, In Yuba City, Cal, 
hybrid tree, a cross between the California black wal- 
nut and the Persian walnut, is believed to be the larg- 
est in the country. It was recently measured by Peter 
Bisset, of the United States department of agriculture. 
It has a trunk circumference of fifteen feet, four feet 
from the ground. It throws a shade of 108 feet spread 


nd its height is ninety-nine and six-tenths feet. 
one 


The walnut crop of the country now amounts to 1%,- 
000 tons, and forty pounds are allowed to the bushel. 
Fully 98 per cent’ of this comes from the western 
coast, chiefly from California, although Oregon and 
Washington have lately begun to produce walnuts in 
large quantities. Only two walnut orchards in the cast 
are ylelding nuts in commercial quantities, althoust: 
scattered trees in different localities have always pro- 
duced good annual crops. 

so 

‘The northerh nut frowers are endeavoring to stimu- 
late interest in walnut planting so as to increase the 
number of trees planted. The selection of the trees is 
also important, For years it was not possible to se- 
cure enough of the trees of the soft shelled variety to 
supply the demand. Many experiments in budding and 
grafting have been carried on and now walnut trees are 
being propagated like apple trees. In different parts 
of the country nurserymen are offering excellent young 
trees of good variety so that the future practicability 
of the walnut orchard seems assured and the supply of 
home grown nuts eventually will lessen the importation 
of walnuts. It is becoming more difficult each season 
to import these nuts because even the European supply 
is falling off. Circasian walnut timber is made from 
.this walnut tree, and thousands of the old prolific trees 
have been sacrificed to this demand. Young trees have 
not always been planted to replace them because it has 
been found that the land can be used more profitably 
for other purposes. The increased popularity of a yee 
etarian diet is also responsible for a greater demand 
for nuts each year. Persian walnuts are among th 
largest and richest of the nut products and their flavor 
is attrattive to most people. The kernel is full of oll 
but lacks the stringent twang of the black walnut 
which many people do not find a-reeable. 

Many methods or planting wainut orchards have 
been tried within the past quarter of a century. Unc 
of these was to Plant a number of black walnuts in a 
hill wherever a tree was desired to stand in an orchard 
This was upon the theory that one of the nuts wu 
sure to produce a thrifty growth upon which a Persia 
walnut could be grafted. The others could be pul 
out, The numerous objections to this method soon put 
it out of favor and orchards now are being planted each 


year from nursery grown stock. 
eee 


‘The walnuts are gathered by picking them fromthe 
ground where they fall at maturity. When the nut ‘e 
ripe the hull opens and the nut drops to the ground. 
exaept in cases of sunburn where the husk may stick 
to the shell. Mexicans of both sexes are employed to 
gather the nuts in the great California walnut orchards. 
4fter they are gathered they are carried to the wash- 
ing place where they are placed in large revolving cyl- 
indrical drums, having sides of coarse wire netting 
which are slowly revolved against a stream of water- 
After washing the nuts are drained in large trays hav- 
ing bottoms composed of wooden slats half an inch 
apart. In these trays the nuts are stirred and dried as 
quickly as possible. Formerly the trays were placed 
out of doors, but recently the larger nut growers have 
resorted to artificial heat and enclosed buildings for 
drying. 

eee 

Persian walnuts formerly were bleaeled by chemi- 
cals, but there has been some litigation upon this sub- 
ject and an electrical bleaching process requiring somo 
elaborate machinery is now used in Callfornia, After 
the bleaching the nuts go into the grading room where 
they are sorted into a number of grades ranging in 
value from 9 to 16 cents a pound wholesale. The size 
of the nuts and the thinness of the shellpare the chief 
points considered in determining quality. The walnut 
growers of Californta are organized into co-operative 
organizations which own their own packing house® 
where they handle their nuts and arrange with outside 
brokers to sell them upon commission, 

The pecan industry is one which has algo risen 
chiefly within the present generation, It now repre- 
sents millions of dollars of invested capital which is 
yielding a fair profit. The industry is still in its in- 
fancy and the great majorty of the orchatds have not 
yet reached their full maturity. The aggregated budded 
and grafted trees in the south probably. covered less 
than 500 acres in 1900, Their area is now conserva- 
tively estimated at 110,000 acres, and the annual in- 
crease is estimated fully 
value of 9 pecan orchard is $200. 

Like the Persian wainut, the pecan long has been 
grown in this country, but its commercial possibilities 
were neglected. Seme of the trees are of enormous 
size and known to be very old. In Milledgeville, Ga» 
an old pecan tree stands which is known to have been 
Planted by the Indians over 100 years ago. The owner 
values it so highly that he has recently taken out $300 
fire insurance on it because it has become so closely 
surrounded by buildings that it is endangered. 
largest pecan tree upon record is near Little Falls, 
Okla, It has an altitude of 130 feet, a spread of 110 
feet and a trunk circumference of 23 feet taken 4 fect 
from the ground. In Louisiana, Oklahoma, Arkansas 
and other sections pecan trees may be found in for 
ests reaching 170 feet in height. 

Much interest in pecan growing has been developed 
in Texas which will'no doubt be stimulated by the nut 
growers’ convention. The late Governor Hogg ex- 
pressed a wish that a pecan be plantéd upon his grave. 
and the nuts from it distributed among the schoo! chil- 
dren of his state. This tree is known as the Hogg Me- 
morial tree, and it has now reached maturity. Conse- 
quently, Frank Ramsey, of Austin, has been given © 
life appointment as commissioner to distribute these 
nuts among the school children of the state. The chil- 
dren are to plant the nuts in fulfillment of the dead 
man’s jnjunction “to make Texas a land of trees.” 

Recently there has been a mvival of interest in the 
old-fashioned nuts; the butternut, hickory nuy hazlenut 
and the black walnut. One of the efforta of the nut 
growers is towards securing a black walnut with a thin 
Shell, Confectioners have a steady demand for black 
walnut kernels, but the thick shell is an’ Obstacle in its 
use. Soft shelled hickory nuts would also command a 
high price. The demand for butternuts is not what tho 
snelity of the kernel entitles it to, chiefly because of 
the difficulty of handling the sharp ~rickly shell. Itis
